OBITUARY.

MR. E. TENISON COLLINS, J.P. 


A well-known citizen of Dublin has passed 
away in the person of Mr. Edward Tenison 
Collins, who hes just died at his residence, 
sí. Kevin’s Park, Dublin, after a compara- 
tively short illness. Mr. Collins belonged 
io a well-known County Tipperary family, 
his father being Mr. Joseph ‘lenison Collins, 
of Tipperary. Mr. Edward Tenison Collins 
received his early education at the Erasmus 
Smith School, The Abbey, Tipperary, and 
evtered Trinity College, Dublin, in 1889. He 
was called to the Irish Bar in 1892, but did 
not practise. Up to a few years ago he was 
Secretary to the North British and Mercan- 
tils Insurance Company, Dawson street, 
Dublin, Prior to his connection with 
that company he was Secretary and 
Menager of the Dundalk and Newry Steam- 

ucket Company. He was a member of the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, and a life 
governor of ‘the Royal City of Dublin 
Hospital and Mercer’s Hospital. He in- 
terested himself in art, and was an active 
momber of the Art Union of Ireland, and 
was also connected with the Royal Hibernian 
Academy. A member of the Masonic Order, 
he was associated with the Eureka Lodge 
No. 47 and the Duke of York’s Lodge No. 
25. He was also a member of the Chapter 
of Prince Masons. 


SIR AUGUSTUS WEBSTER. 


Sir Augustus Webster, Bart., Lord of the 
Manor of Battle, died at Brighton on Mon- 
day night, at the age of 59, after an illness 
lasting for several months. Lady Webster 
was drowned several years ago when en- 
deavouring to rescue a daughter who was in 
difficulties in one of the Battle Abbey lakes. 
Mr. Godfrey Webster, the son and heir, was 
killed during the war. 


FARMERS WHO DO NOT 
READ. 


NEW EDUCATIONAL METHODS 
TO HELP AGRICULTURE. 

**In most primary schools,” said the Rev. 
Thomas Phelan, P.P., Piltown, Co. Kilkenny, 
in giving evidence before the Agricultural 
Commission in Dublin yesterday, ‘‘the great 
industry of this country is never mentioned: 

The great idea of educationists seems to 
be to make teaching pure theory. There was 
too much idealism and too little understandir.g 
of the realities of life. He advocated a com- 
bination of theory and reality. 

The great obstacle experienced by the offi- 
cials of the Department of Agriculture and 
of the Irish Agricultural Organisation Society, 
of which he had been a member for twenty 
years, in promoting agricultural. development 
and business, was that farmers did not read. 
He contended that this inability, or unwilling- 
ness, to read arose because no attempt was 
made in the primary school to associate their 
mental faculties with their business. The 
reading books were unsuitable; they treated 
of things and countries thousands of miles 
away, and of no earthly interest to an Irish 
child. 

Under the conditions he looked forward to 
the provision of suitable books, and he sug- 
gested that the Minister of Education should 
le asked to offer prizes for the compilation 
of a suitable national reader, arithmetic, and 
other books. 

He recommended the acceptance of con- 
tinuation schools, either as an advanced de- 
partment in a largely attended and well- 
conducted school, or a separate school, cen- 
trally situated, to which boys and girls of the 
seventh standard could go, and in which the 
same agricultural bias was maintained. 

The main object of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society was, through co-opera- 
tion, to teach kzsiness methods to farmers. 
In an uneducated community the task was a 
big one, and only those who had taken part 
in the organisation of co-operative societies 
could sealise the ignorance that existed. 

Through the co-operative society farmers 
were brought for the first time into touch 
with business on a large scale, and so, by de- 
grees, business habits were developed. 

Mr. William Purtell dealt with the teach- 
ing of rural science in the National schools.

Lord Birkenhead’s Views.

that “we are tace to fage with the mos:

The ex-Lord 
Chancellor is a creature of moods. At the 
beginning of the yeag he constantly 
attacked the new Government, beiny 
especially sarcastic at the expense of Lor! 
Curzon and Lord Salisbury. But, aiter 
the replacement of Mr. Bonar Law. by Mr. 
Baldwin, he softened his tone so much 
that people wondered if he were trying to 
et back into office. Now, like Mr. Lloyd 
George, he is so disturbed by the grave 
state of Europe that he, apparently, con- 
templates the possibility of a return of 
the Coalition to power. 


The Portsmouth Reealt. 


Many strange things may happen as thie 
result of the present imbroglio, but not, 
I think, that. It is a fact, however, that 
there is a distinct cleavage of opinion on 
the subject in the Conservative Party. 
Each section quotes the return of Majo: 
Cayzer for Portsmouth as a proof that ii: 
ideas are accepted by the electorate. He 
would have had a much bigger majority, 
says one, if he had supported the Govern- 
ment policy more whole-heartedly. He 
would not have got in at all, retorts the 
other, if he had not been so sympatheti: 
in his attitude towards France. 


Oatside Opinion. 


So far as one can judge from the scanty 
telegrams published, the opinion of the 
Dominions appears to be almost unani- 
mous in approving the terms of the 
British Note. That is of considerable im- 
portance; for it is certain that, unless 
assured of the sympathy of the Empire, 
the Government would hardly venture to 
embark on the “separate action’’ fore- 
shadowed at the conclusion of the Note. 


America’s Attitade. 


Of at least equal, if not greater, im- 
portance is the opinion of the United 
States. The first messages that came 
through indicated that this also was 
almost wholly favourable to the British 
attitude, but some of the later comments 
of the New York papers are couched in a 
distinctly carping vein. 

As to the official views of the United 
States Government nothing certain is 
known. All that can be said with con- 
fidence is that it is not likely to be hostile, 
since one of the principal proposals of the 
British Note—namely, that Germany s 
“capacity to pay should be referred to 
an international] Commission—was origin- 
ally made by Mr. Hughes, the American 
Secretary of State. 


Mr. Coolidge. 


The policy of the United States must 
depend upon the viéws of the new Presi- 
dent. Mr. Coolidge has to consider 
primarily the interests of his country, 
which, as a great trading community, is 
naturally anxious ior tlhe restoration of 
settled conditions in Europe with ‘ts 
millions of potential customers. Again, 
he cannot be entirely unaffected by the 
influence of any policy that he may adopt 
upon the fortunes of the Republican 
Party. Less than a vear hence it will 
be in the thick of the preliminary 
mancuvres of the next Presidential elec- 
tion, for which it will require a candidaie 
well known and popular. Is he more 
likely to “fill the bill’’ by adopting the 
“stand pat” policy of his predecessor 
and keeping his country as far as possible 
out of foreign entanglements? Or wil! 
he take a bold step and recognise that 
now is the time for America, with its 
paramount position in wealth ani 
material power, to come to the rescue of 
poor, stricken Europe? 


The Roosevelt Teuch. 


There is not much doubt which of these 
alternatives would have been chosen | 
the last Vice-President who succeeded + 
office in similar tircumstances.

PERSONATION.

WARNING TO VOTERS. 
Speaking to a representative of the Irish 
Times yesterday, Mr. Ernest Blythe, Free 
State Minister for Local Government, said 
that it would be well if the general public, 
who will be taking part in the elections on the 
27th inst., were made aware of the new law 

relating to personation. 

During the last five or six years, said the 
Minister, personation at elections had become 
a very great evil. At the last general elec- 
tion a large number of candidates were re- 
turned by a huge system of personation. In 
order to put an end to such scandal the Pro- 
visional Parliament set up a Committee to 
inquire and see what cotld be done to check 
it. That Committee recommended the divi- 
sion of the constituencies into smaller areas, 
so that in every polling booth there should be 
a person who knew almost very person present- 
ing himself or herself for a ballot paper. The 
Committee also recommended that there 
should be an indemnity for Returning Officers 
and Presiding Officers who caused the arrest 
of persons for personating, or attempting to 
pecernete. These recommendations have 

en embodied in tha Prevention of Electoral 
Abuses Act, which was passed by the 
Oireachtas the other day. 

Previously, persons found guilty of per- 
sonation—and many offenders escaped—were 
let off with a small fine. Now the law is 
that any person is guilty of the offence of 
personation, if he or she applies for a ballot 
paper in the name of some other person, 
whether that person be living or dead, or 
fictitious: And if~ person who has already 
voted applies for a ballot paper in his own 
name, he is guilty of personation. Such 4 
person, if found guilty by a Court of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction, will be sentenced to im- 
prisonment for a period not less than two 
months, and not more than six months, with- 
out the option of a fine. In addition to im- 
prisonment, any fine, up to £100, may be im- 
mg and íor a seconá offence the term will 

e not less than six months, and not. more 
than twelve months’ imprisonment, and if 
convicted on indictment, the sentence will be 
three years' penal servitude. 

Heretofore, a person could only be ar- 
rested on a dana a personation preferred 
by the. candidate or his agent, and if the 
charge was not proved the candidate was 
liable to forfeit £20. The 1923 Act empowers 
the returning officer, the presiding officer, or 
a police constable in ‘the booth to arrest any 
person believed to be guilty of personation, 
and no Jegal liability attaches to them, even 
if they make a mistake. . Any pérson con- 
victed of corrupt practices, personation in- 
cluded, will be incapable for.seven years after 
conviction of being registered as an elector for 
the Dail, Senate, or local elections, or of 
holding any public office.

Aix la Chapelle was the scene yesterday 
afternoon of  disturbameés of a very 
sarguinary nature, in the course of which the 
German police had to use hand grenades and 
to pour revolver fire into the crowd. 

Up to the present the casualties in Aix la 
Chapelle and district are 22 dead, including 
three women, and over 200 wounded, many 
very. seriously. ' rs . 

The startling rise in the price of food: 
stuffs, which has caused a feeling of panic, 
is undoubtedly the main cause of the dis- 
turbances, though signs are not lacking that 
Communists and other revolutionary elements 
have taken a hand in inciting the populace 
to revolt. 

An official report from’ Aix la Chapelle 
states that during the afternoon a crowd of 
from about 20,000 to 30,000 gathered round 
the Town Hall, demanding that the men | 
arrested during last. Friday’s riots be re- 
leased. When this was refused the crowd 
rescrted to violence, ong stones and sticks 
at the windows of the building. Eventually 
some shots were fired from the crowd, where- 
upon the German police fired shots into the 
crowd. This apparently had no effect, and 
the police charged, firing their revolvers into 
the crowd and’ making use of their swords. 

Throughout the day disturbances. took 
piace in greater Aix la Chapelle and dis- 
trict, shops and potato fields being plan- 


dered. 

At Altsdorf, near Aix la Chapelle, the mob 
attacked the headquarters of the country 
police with hand grenades, calling on the 
police to surrender. The latter fired, killing 
1ú civilians and wounding 100. others. 
Several police were seriously injured, 


DISTURBANCE IN BERLIN.- 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

At noon to-day, in the East End of Berlin, 
a number of Communists, who attempted to 
erect a barricade in order to prevent the 
passage of tramcars, smashed the windows 
of the cars and assaulted a driver. The police’ 
intervened, and were fired on by the crowd. 
They returned the fire, four persons being 
injured. Order was subsequently restored.— 
(Reuter. ) 


RIOT NEAR HAMBURG, 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

Three persons were killed and nine wounded 
in a collision between the police and a mob of 
strikers at Wilhelmsburg, near Hamburg, this 
morning. The strikers attacked the police 
station, and a detachment of Hamburg police 
was sent to restore order. The latter was 
met with a volley, and were compelled to use 
their revolvers in self-defence. The rioters 
were dispersed with great «difficulty.— 
(Reuter.) 


GERMAN CABINET’S 
POLICY. 


PASSIVE RESISTANCE AGAIN 
DEFENDED. 
BERLIN, Tuesday. 

The new German Chancellor, Herr Strese- 
mann, in the Reichstag this afternoon, out- 
lined his policy, and said that foreign 
countries must not believe that the change of 
Cabinet was a sign of weakness. 

The passive resistance of the, German popu- 
lation in the Ruhr was deeply rooted in the 
firm conviction of the justice of its cause. 
This had been unequivocally ‘recognised by 
the British Government. . The-Govermment. oí 
the Reich was willing that the»question of the 
right or wrong of the Rubr. question should be 
submitted to the International Court of 
Arbitration. 

“H the free, unrestricted. administration of 
the Ruhr is assured us, if the situation in the 
Rhineland is again such as guaranteed by 
the International Treaties, if every | im- 
prisoned German in the Ruhr and Rhine is 
restored to liberty, then, aiter a breathing 
space has been granted to us, we shall .be 
able, by exerting all the economic forces of 
the country, to furnish the means for the 
settlement of the Reparations question, pro- 
vided that the burdens imposed upon us per- 
mit the existence of our State economic life 
and the further development of our nation,.’’ 

Referring to the bill for a gold loan, he 
appealed for the support of all.classes, as it 
was the duty of the Government to satisfy the 
demand for a stable curreitcy. ' They re- 
garded the demand for a stable basis of wages 
as justified, in view of the whole develop- 
ment. 

The Reichstag passed a vote of confidence 
in. Herr Stresemann’s Government by 540 
votes, to 76, with twenty-five abstentions.— 
(Reuter. )

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PILGRIMS KILLED, 


FLUNG FROM MOTOR COACH 
INTO RAVINE. 
TARBES, PYRENEES, Tuesday. 
Further details regarding the terrible motor 
coach accident at Saint Sauveur, when 22 
Dutch tourists on a pilgrimage to Lourdes 
were killed, show that the chauffeur, who was 
blinded by the brilliant sunshine, put on, his 
brakes so violently that the car turned a 
somersault, and the passengers were precipi- 
tated into the gulf below. | 
Help. was immediately organised, but owing 
to the particularly steep and rocky nature of 
the ravine it was a considerable time before 
the descent could be made. A young native 
of Luz first offered to make the attempt, and 
with the help of a rope he succeeded in get- 
ting down, On arriving at the bottom he 
found one of the passengers clinging to a rock 
and uttering cries of agony, but owing to his 
terrible injuries he was unable to send him up 
by means of the rope. Only one of the pas- 
sengers has survived, and he is in a serious 
condition. : 
The names of the pilgrims are not known, 
as the leader of the party, who was also 
killed, had forgotten to write their names in 
the register of the hotel at Lourdes where 
thev were staying. Eleven dead bodies have 
so far been brought up from the-ravine.—

KILLED WHILE BATHING. 


DUBLIN VISITOR’S DEATH AT 
SCARBOROUGH. 


In the presence of a great many bathers 
and other spectators Jate yesterday afternoon 
a shocking fatal accident occurred at the 
South Beach Bathing Pool, Scarborough. 

A Dublin visitor, who was stated to be 
Mr. William J, Pile, of Park avenue, Sandy- 
mount, and South Temple lane, Dublin, was 
killed. Mr. Pile, who was aged about 55, 
and heavily built, dived from the top diving 
board—or, as an onlooker put it, fell all of 
a heap into the water—and struck the bottom 
of - pool with such force that he broke his 
neck, 

Patrolman C. E. Horne, who was fully 
clothed, jumped into the water and quickly 
got Mr. Pile out. Two doctors who were 
amongst the visitors, could do nothing, as 
death had taken place almost at once. Mr. 
Pile’s wife was amongst the horrified 
spectators. 

Mr. Pile had previously dived off the lower 
board, and had been warned not to go off 
the top one.. There have been 70,000 bathers

ST. MALO PASSENGERS’ 
NARROW ESCAPE. 

During a dense fog, the Southern Railway 
Company 's- turbine passenger . steamer, 
Princess Ena, Southampton for St. Malo, 
struck the rocks known as the Plateau des 
Minquiers, five miles south of Jersey, at a 
quarter past six o’clock yesterday morning. 
The vessel was held fast, and took a list, 
so it was deemed advisable to swing out the 
boats and signal for help. 

Two boats were filled with passengers and 
launched, but at seven o’clock the vessel re- 
floated, and proceeded slowly under its own 
steam to St. Malo, where it was safely 
berthed. 

Two tugs were despatched from Jersey 
when the 8.0.8. calls were received, while 
the Lorina, another ship belonging to the 
company, put out from St.. Malo, But their 
assistance was not required. The lifeboats 
were lost to sight in the fog, but were picked 
up by, one of the tugs, while the other 
escorted the crippled ship to port. 

The Princess Ena left Southampton at 
seven o'clock on Monday evening with 217 
passengers, mostly holiday-makers. When it 
was announced in the early editions of the 
London evening newspapers that 8.0.8. 
messages from the ship had been picked up, 
Waterloo Station was besieged with anxious 
relatives of the passengers, but the company 
was able to issue a reassuring statement in 
the afternoon. 

‘The Princess Ena has been holed imme- 
diately below the second-class saloon, and 
was making water slowly. The vessel will 
return to Southampton without passengers 
to-day for examination and repair. 

“The Princess Ena is a steel screw steamer 
of 1,198 tons gross, and was built at Dundee 
in 1906 for the London and South-Western 
Railway Company.

UNITED STATES APPROVAL,

DEATH OF LADY FITZPATRICK.

Lady Fitzpatrick was Elizabeth Lilian, 
daughter of John Cubitt, of Pretoria, and 
was born in Potchefstroom, the old 5 “wgm 
of the Transvaal Republic, in 1868. sa 
child she was in the fort in Pretoria when it 
was besieged during the first Boer war. 
Throughout the Jameson days and Reform 
Committee times she was one of the most 
ardent workers, and on several occasions got 
away important documents, notably some of 
those which the Boer Government tried to get 
when the Cape Parliament wanted to take 
steps against Rhodes. She was also one of 
the most successful of the special messengers. 


WORK, NOT DOLES.

We have faith that, 
after after the first excusable irritation is 
past, Frenchmen will do us the justice of 
examining, with greater care than there has 
been any indication of hitherto, the actual 
import of the representation we have made.

HE Dublin Horse Show is itself again : 

I one oí the greatest social functions and, 

perhaps, the greatest horse markct in 
Europe. 

Yesterday's opening was only the beginning 
of the equine carnival, the business day ot 
the week of pleasure; but it showed beyond 
doubt that the Show is re-established in its 
old place, the pride of Ireland and the admira- 
tion of other countries. 

lt was a day of perfect summer weather, 
although the sun did not come out in all his 
glory until the afternoon. -The attendance 
was far larger than last year, and well up 
to the standard of a first day in the pre-war 
years. There was none ot the pomp and 
circumstance of the days of Viceregal 
splendour, but there was still there to be’ seen 
and to be felt the gaiety of the Show, the 
appeal that hundreds of shapely horses makes 
to everyone, and the gladdening of the eye 
that comes of well-dressed, care-free crowds, 
out for pleasure. $ 

It was the first peace Show, and, perhaps, 
because peace is infectious, the reunion felt 
as if it were better than cver.: It was easy 
to imagine, as one strolled about the beau- 
tifully laid-out grounds, that there is a 
quickening of the pulse of the new nation. 
lts throbbing was there, a new life, possibly 
a new glory in the beginning, political and 
social unrest forgotten. Besides it was to 
many their first real Dublin Show, for they 
were boys and girls at school in 1913. 

Around the rings weré gathered the men 
and women whose type made the Shows of ' 
the past, the country gentry, and 
their wives and sons sink daughters, 
all keen judges of horses. There were, 
pérhaps, in increased numbers, the parish 
priests and the curates of Ireland, 
than whom, taking them all in all, there are 
no better judges of horseflesh. ‘There were 
the visitors from other countries, mostly 
anxious to secure our famous Irish equine 
blood, men from the shires who dearly love 
a hunter, and, of course, the usual gathering 
of our own country cousins “up for the 
Show,” the event of their twelvemonths, as 
it was that of their fathers.

For the bloodstock sales there were entered 
703 animals (300 brood mares and foals), as 
compared with 598 last year. There was a 
very gratifying increase in the number of 
young horses shown, a sign that breeding, in- 
terrupted by the Kuropean War and later 
home happenings, is once more re-estab- 
lished. In the class for thoroughbred yearling 
colts there were 20 entries of such first-class 
quality that no fewer than nine awards had 
to be made to do justice to the exhibits. 
There were eight awards in the class for 
thoroughbred yearling fillies. 

The baine of the Show areethe hunters, 
the product of the Irish limestone, known all 
the world oyer. This was a record Show of 
good hunters, especially the younger ones, 
lor which there was a lively inquiry from 
across the water buyers. Largely through the 
enthusiasm of the Prince of Wales for the 
sport, there was a remarkable revival of hunt- 
ing in England last season, and this, of 
course, is felt ie Ireland, for the great beneiit 
of breeders and the country generally. 

The judging oí. the four-year-old geldings 
hrought the funniest incident that Ballsbridge 
has, perhaps, ever witnessed. Into the ring 
were ridden one after the other a pair of 
animals of Clydesdale type, big-boned, big- 
footed and “ feathered.’’ The spectators first 
gasped, and then laughed loud and long. 
They laughed again when the judge directed 
that they be galloped. As they left, prizeless, 
one of the riders remarked, ‘‘ You won’t laugh 
89 much when you see them jumping to- 
morrow. - 

ee. THE JUDGING. 

The grea:er part of the day was taken up 
with the business side of the Show, the 
judging. This was full of interest, especially 
to the foreigners, who were fascinated by the 
almost endless procession of beautiful animals 
that passed before their eyes in the six rings. 
Very many were ridden, and ridden well, by 
ladies smartly dressed in the riding coat and 
breeches, a costume which has become so 
popular with horsewomen that the few who 
still wore the hunting habit attracted the 
attention of novelty. It was around the rings 
that the men who came to purchase were most 
in evidence.

England, but there were also many from the 
Continent, especially Belgium, Italy and 
Germany. The rate Bf exchange, however, 
tells against business, and t®en some would- 
bs buyers complained that sellers were ' up 
in the air,” asking for their horses more 
than was considered reasonable. 

Almost cvery part of Ireland wag repre- 
sented in the rings. Of the 862, as many as 
272 came from over the border, a larger 
percentage than usual. At Messrs. Goff’s sale 
of horses ‘in training, Northern horsemen were 
very prominent. English buyers were rather 
at a disadvantage, inasmuch as it was at first 
thought that because oí the strike at the 
port they could not ship purchases. That was 

revented by the Director of the Show, Mr. 
tdvmard Bohane, coming to an arrangement 
with the London Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way, by which a special steamer will convey 
horses from the Show and sales to Holyhead. 
The first of the sailings will be on Thursday 
from the North Wall. 

Apart from the horses, two new additions 
to the Show are a great attraction. One 
is the introduciion of an Irish Industries Fair 
in. spacious hall in the grounds. Round 
the four walls of the hall are large scenic 
panels, illustrating the beauty spots of Ireland. 

hese have been provided by the Irish rail- 
way companies, with a view to creating an 
interest among visitors to the Show in Irish 
scenery, and thus encourage the tourist traffic. 
In the hall are exhibitions of the country's 
smaller industries. 

In the Show ground the Royal Hibernian 
Academy have their annual exhibition of 
pictures, mostly by Irish artists. This, to- 
gether with the Art Industries Exhibition, 
forms an important adjunct to the Show, and 
illustrates that the work of the Royal Dublin 
Society is not confined to agriculture alone, 
but includes useful arts and sciences. 

For the first time since 1913 visitors en- 
joyed the added attraction of music. The 
dinister of Finance. exempted the feature 
from the Entertainments Tax, and the Society 
engaged Mr. Clarke Barry's. orchestra to play 
in the Central Hall, and the band of the 
Special Infantry, Portobello. The latter, 
under Sergeant-Major T. Devlin, gave a most 
acceptable programme in the Grand Stand 
enclosure during the afternoon, Both bands 
will be heard each day of the Show. Visitors 
had another reminder that we are now 4 
State of our own, when an Irish Air*Force 
machine circled over the Show grounds while 
the jumping was in progress. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL ’S VISIT. 

At three o'clock the Governor-General paid 
an informal visit to the Show. Accompanied 
by Sir John Lavery and Lady Lavery,’ he was 
received by Lord Rathdonnell, President of 
the Society; Viscount Powerscourt, Vice- 
President; Mr. E. Bohane, Director; Mr. 
Arthur E. Moran, Registrar; Professor W. E. 
Adeney and Mr. D. R. Pack Beresford,’ Hon. 
Secretaries; Professor A. W. Conway and 
Mr. P. J. Brady. His Excellency went 
straight to the Irish Industries Fair, where, 
with his guests, he evidently enjoyed a dis- 
play of Irish dancing.

Sungirt is a 
wonderfully fine type of hunter sire, possessed 
of all the characteristics requisite to produce 
the ideal fox-catcher. Bee Fast, Mr. T. 
syrne’s exhibit, can always be depended upon 
to gain a high place in any company, and he 
was second to Sungirt. Power and size and 
bone recommend him no less, indeed, than 
does his breeding: for, got by Picton, out of 
Fallen Angel by Fl Diabolo, he traces to St. 
Aldegonde by St. Simon. 

A nice nine-year-old exhibit was Mr. N. 
J. Magnier’s Iffley by Cyclops Too, out of 
Maiden Head, her dam. Amuletta by Sorcerer.
